THE WAKF (KERALA AMENDMENT) BILL, 1981 


BILL 


further to amend the Wakf Act , 1954, in its application to the State of Kerala 


Preamble.-- WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Wakf Act, 1954, 
in its application to the State ofKerala, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty - second Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.-- (1) This Act may be called the 
Wakf (Kerala Amendment) Act, 1981. 

( 2) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

(3 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 46. - In section 46 of the Wakf Act, 1954 (Central 
Act 29 of 1954), in the proviso to sub -section (1), for the words " one hundred 
rupees" , the words " five hundred rupees” shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
According to sub- section ( 1) of section 46 of the Wakf Act, 1954 (Central 
Act 29 of 1954 ), the Mutawalli of every wakf shall pay to the Wakf Board 
such contribution not exceeding six per cent of the net annualincomeaccruing 
to the wakf as the Board may , subject to the sanction of the State Government, 
from time to time, determine. According to the proviso to that sub -section , 
no contribution shall be payable if the net annual income of the wakf docs 
not exceed one hundred rupees. 

2. In view of the great hardship experienced by the small wakfs in the 
State due to the levy of the annual contribution under sub-section (1) of 
section 46, the Kerala Wakf Board has requested the Government to exempt 
the wakfs in the State whose net annual income does not exceed five hundred 
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rupees, from payment of such annual contribution. It is considered that the 
request of the Board is reasonable and accordingly it is proposed to amend the 
Wakf Act, 1954, in its application to the State in order to exemptwakfs whose 
net annual income does not exceed five hundred rupees, from the liability 
to pay such contribution . 


3. The Bill seeks to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State.

THE KERALA STATE HOUSING BOARD (AMENDMENT) 

BILL, 1981

to amend the Kerala State Housing Board Act, 1971. 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala State Housing 
Board Act, 1971, for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-second Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
State Housing Board (Amendment) Act, 1981. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 7th day of 
May 1981. 

2. Amendmentof section 50. - In section 50 of the Kerala State Housing 
Board Act, 1971 (19 of 1971) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 
in sub-section (2 ), for clause (a ), the following clause shall be substituted 
namely : 

" (a ) cause the said notice to be published in the Gazette or in two 
leading daily newspapers having wide circulation in the locality in which the 
area comprised in the schene is situate, specifying the period upto which the 
objections will be receive and " .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to sub- section (2) of section 50 of the Kerala State Housing 
Board Act, 1971, a notice regarding any housing or improvement scheme 
framed by the Kerala State Housing Board , shall be caused to be published 
weekly for three consecutive weeks in the Gazette and in two leading daily 
newspapers in the State, specifying the period upto which the objections wiú 
be received . The requirement that the notice shall be published weekly fo . 
three consecutive weeks in the Gazette causes unnecessary delay in the 
finalisation of the schemes taken up by the Board . It was, therefore, consi 
dered necessary to amend sub -section (2 ) of section 50 of the Kerala State 
Housing Board Act, 1971, to provide for the publication of the notice in the 
Gazette or in two leading daily newspapers having wide circulation in the 
locality in which the area comprised in the scheme is situate. A Bill for the 

urpose was published as Sixth Kerala Legislative Assembly Bill No. 72, but 
it could not be introduced and passed during the lastsession of the Legislative 
Assembly . 

As the proposal had to be given effect to immediately, the Kerala State 
Housing Board (Amendment) Ordinance, 1981 (2 of 1981), was promulgated 
by the Governor on the 6th day of May, 1981. The Bill seeks to replace 
the Ordinance by an Act of the State Legislature.
